An asbestos device of great ites is the 
fire-blower. ‘This is just a sheet of asbestos 
mounted on a wire to which a detachable cane 
rod is fastened. The blower can be placed in 
front of a fire which refuses to burn up, and, 
as it is fire-proof, can be safely left in posi- . 
tion until a cheery blaze has made its appear- | 
ance. The utility of the asbestos fire-blower 
has made it deservedly popular. 

It is a good plan to have a sheet of asbestos 
in the house as a safeguard against fire, If it 
is spread across the hearth flying sparks can- 
not ignite the carpet or rug. If a spark does 
at any time start a fire it can be prevented 
from spreading by throwing: the asbestos cloth 
on the burning material. 

Asbestos can also be bought in the loose, 
fibrous form, and is excellent for temporarily 
repairing leaking gas and water pipes... For 
this purpose the asbestos fibres sho úd be 
od i to a thick paste with water glass, 
spread over the whole or weak spot in the 
pipe and bound over with cloth.

ARTERIAL DRAINAGE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Referring to the strictures of Mr. 
Alfred D. Price on my letter of the Wth w/t., 
with” your kind permission, I. shall make 
some additional remarks. The local drainage 
board would consist of the pick of business 
men in a business district, and should, doubt- 
less; include representation from tidal water 
at St. Mullins to the Barrow’s source in 
Slieve Bloom, including Carlow pre-eminently. 
Therefore, there need be no fear of improv- 
ing one district by flooding another. 1 did 
not take up the subject without having made 
myself familiar with all the river's salient 
points in dry weather and in flood. Experts 
have cost the project far too much already. 
The unfortunate riparians contributed their 
tens of thousands, in gold and silver, towards 
preliminaries in past years, and are, in all 
conscience, entitled to reparation—restitution 
for over @ =“ neglect. It is a national 
obligation to make the main river function, 
coupled with the countervailing condition 
that the riparian owners attend to the minor 
works and to the maintenance of the whole 
thereafter. 

Everyone knows what £304,000, in good 
hands, could do for an afflicted people’ in the 
clearing-up of a watercourse. If the Govern- 
ment adds another sum for the lower river, 
making up the estimate of 1887, it will 
stimulate Scand effort and self-help in com- 
pleting what was heretofore hopeless. There 
was never a greater opportunity for a State 
to act. on the “dis dat” principle, giving real 
evidence of its constructive capacity. Every- 
thing is ready, cut-and-dry—Parliamentary 
plans, construction plang and other data 
galore. If the Government will only bless the 
district with free Parliamentafy powers and 
the sum estimated in 1887, the Barrow will 
form the “blue ribbon” of Irish gevern- 
mental action.—Yours, etc.,

It is, indeed, a public scandal that 
the Irish nation should be the only one in the 
civilised world which may not enjoy the 
innocent pleasures of ‘listening in’’ without 
apprehension of a “fine of £10 on summary 
conviction, etc. is: 

“ Radio's” suggestion that the British 
Broadcasting Company should get half the 
Sroceeds of the licences on the understanding 
that they erect a broadcasting station In 
Dublin is a sound one, to which I would like 
tó suggest this amendment :— he “ B.B.C.” 
should float an “All Irish' Company 
affiliated to the British Company, 75% of 
the licence fees to go to the Irish Broadcast- 
ing Company and 25% to the Irish Free 
State if necessary. The company as a whole 
should collect royalties on all apparatus sold, 
as in England. This suggestion is, Í think, 
an improvement on Mr. Walsh’s, and, with- 
out going into details, I put it forward for 
what it is worth.

CHRISTMAS EVE RAID. 


ALLEGED CONSPIRACY TO 
ROB PUBLIC-HOUSE. - 


Further evidence was heard by Mr. Collins, 
K.C,, in the Southern Police Court, Dublin, 
yesterday, in connection with thé alleged 
“hold-up” in Gaffney’s public-house, ló 
te Gloucester street, on the night of the 
24th December last. 

Michael Watchorn, military policeman, 
Portobello Barracks; Timothy Cronin, ex- 
soldier, Oakland terrace, Terenure;.and John 
O'Neill, no business, 70 Mercer street, were 
charged with conspiring with a man, not in 
custody, to commit robbery, and with having, 
while armed with revolvers, attempted to 
rifle the till the public-house, while in- 
timidating thé barman, John Murray; a 
porter, Patrick White, and others in the shop. 

Edward Walsh, who appeared with his 
head bandaged, deposed that when he was in 
the public-houte at about 10,30 p.m. on De- 
cémber 24, ‘two men entered and directed all 
in the shop to stand back. On refusing to 
obey he was struck by one of the men in the 
eye, and knocked down. ' In the tussle which 
ensued he was struck on the head with a 
revolver, He would not recognise the man 
who struck him. : 

Michael O'Connor, 29 Upper Gloucester 
street, said that when passing Gaffney’s 
public-house at about 11 p.m. on the date in 
question he heard a shot and the noise of 
breaking glass. He saw three men leave 
Gaffney’s. Watchorn told him and the last 
witness to stand back or else that ha’ would 
fire. Watchorn fired at’ Walsh, but” missed 
him, and then proceeded down Cumberland 
street, and was caught in Findlater’s place. 

Patrick White, rter in the licensed 
bile: identified O'Neill and Watchorn as 

aving raided the shop. He also declared 
that Cronin was the man who got over the 
counter in order to rob the till. 

Constable Curry (30 C) described the chase 
and capture of Watchorn, who, he said, had 
no gun when caught. A young man named 
Ennis said to the witness: “I have the gun.” 

William Kavanagh, a soldier in the Trans- 
port Section at Gormanstown Camp, stated 
that he saw Watchorn striking Murray, the 
barman, and an old man who refused to put 
up his hands. Somebody went to Watchorn 
and said: “Don't shoot the women. Let 
them out, “for God’s sake.” Watchorn then 
raised the revolver and fired a shot towards 
the ceiling. Witness saw Cronin on the floor, 
and the foreman was bleeding from a wound 
in the face. 

Lieutenant S. Kennedy, Collins Barracks, 
said that the revolver, which was produced, 
did not belong to his unit, but might be mili- 
tary property. A soldier had no authority 
to have a gun in his possession when off 
duty. Military policemen on duty in the bar- 
racks carried revolvers. Watchorn had no 
right to have a revolver out that night. 

Mr. E. H.. Burne, solicitor, who appeared 
for Watchorn, objected to this evidence with- 
out the production of the regulations. 

The case was further adjourned for the 
production of military regulations. 

Mr, J. W. Davis, solicitor, prosecuted on 
behalf of the police.

Encouraging conclusions can be drawn 
from the Régistrar-General’s statistics 
which we publish to-day. ‘Some of them 
are only estimates, since Ireland had no 
census in 1921; but these estimates may 
be accepted as reasonably accurate. They 
show, in the first place, that the popula- 
tion of Ireland has ceased to dwindle. 
| Between the years 1851 and 1921 the 
number of emigrants from Ireland was 
almost equal to the country's total popula- 
tion at the resent time. We may hope 
confidently that this tragedy never will be 
repeated. To-day the population of the 
Free State not only has ceased to fall, 
but has begun to show a slight increase. 
The Registrar-General estimates that the 
inhabitants of the twenty-six counties are 
more numerous by some 34,000 than they. 
were ten years ago. The increase is due 
mainly to the decline of emigration, which 
was virtually at a stand-still during the 
war and was resumed after the war in a 
much. diminished volume. Most of our 
emigrants go to the United States, and 
access to that country has” been: made 
dificult by ‘the American “quota” 
system. We need not expect, however, 
that any such difficulty will keep our 
young people at home in future if 
“ foreign -parts’’ continue to offer them 
better prospects of a decent livelihood. 
America may close her doors, but the 
whole Commonwéalth of British Nations | 
is now open to Irish enterprise. Emigra- 
tion will-.not become negligible as a 
national danger until the Free State is 
able to furnish for all her sons and 
daughters the due rewards of honest toil 
and the amenities that modern civilisation 
demands, Life in the Free State must 
be made something more than tolerable; 
it must satisfy the natural needs of body, 
mind and spirit if our best brains and 
our most venturous hearts are to be kept 
at home. The falling birth-rate is a 
phenomenon which the Free State shares 
with many other lands. If it is not, with 
us, merely a temporary result of the 
political and economic conditions of recent 
years, the days of ‘long families’’ in

When Labour Governs. 


To-day the House of Commons will 
begin a session that may prove to be one 
of the most critical in its long history. 
Decisions. must be taken which will be 
o fateful moment for the whole British 
Empire. Having elected a Speaker, the 
House will adjourn until to-morrow, when 
the Royal assent will be signified to the 
election; and the remainder of the week 
will be devoted to the swearing-in of the 
members. The choice of Mr. Whitley as 
Speaker is likely to be unanimous, On 
next Tuesday the King will open  Parlia- 
ment in full State, and then the real 
battle of politics will begin. Mr. Baldwin 
has returned to London, and, with his 
colleagues, is framing the terms of the 
King's Speech. The genera] belief is that 
he will make no attempt to disguise his 
policy, but will take a firm stand on the 
bedrock of Conservative principle, scorn- 
ing all suggestions of “fusion’’ with the 
Liberals, and -preferring to be defeated 
on ground of his own choice, That he 
will be defeated is now virtually certain. 
Some of the Liberals of Paisley have been 
trying to persuade Mr. Asquith to “ keep 
Labour out,” but the Liberal leader 
declares that he has no intention of sup- 
porting Mr, Baldwin’s Administration. 
In that event the Premier probably will 


ever angle we may regard it, that during 
the third quarter of last’ year the birth- 
rate in agricultural Ireland fell to the 
same level as the rate in industrial Eng- 
land, On the other hand, the death-rate 
shows & remarkable -decline in both 
countries.

There is nothing inherently improbable in 
the story and the Sovereign’s action. if 
correctly stated, is strictly in accordance 
with constitutional precedent. i 
There is, indeed, no doubt that the 
Crown has a right to refuse a dissolutioy 
though the refusal can only be effective il 
another Minister is prepared to take office 
and can secure a Parliamentary majority, 
King Edward is said to have refused Mr. 
Asquith’s request for a dissolution early 
in 1910,:on the ground that the country 
ought not to be put to the trouble and 
expensé of a second election so soon, 
Later in the year—by which time circum 
stances had somewhat altered—hKing 
George consented to dissolve Parliament. 


Documentary Evidence. 


In regard to the recent dissolution there 
is a little piece of doqumentary evidences 
which may be regarded as bearing upon 
Mr. Massingham’s statement. In tha 
King’s Speech at the prorogation of tho 
last Parliament, on November 16th, tlie 
sentence relating to the fiseal questic. 
was, as I noted at the time, somewhat un. 
usual in form. As a general rule the 
Sovereign adopts the opinions of the 
Government as his own. On this occasion, 
however, after referring to the unem.- 
ployed, the speech proceeded: “ My 
Ministers are convinced that, unless 
measures for thé safeguarding and de- 
velopment of the home market are adopted, 
no permanent improvement in their situa- 
tion can be expected.” 


A Wise Step. 


If this indicates that His Majesty was 
not convinced of the necessity of the 
measures proposed, he proved himself to 
be more in touch with the sentiment of 
the electorate than was Mr. Baldwin. It 
must be remembered that the King comes 
into contact with a great many different 
elements in the population, and may very 
well be better bcseced Chas a statesman 
who is almost necessatily liable to view 
events too much through political 
spectacles. 


Lady Astor's Party. 


Lady Astor, the first woman member o? 
Parliament, is to give a reception on 
Friday next at her town house “to meet 
the women members of Parliament.”

3,165,000 LAST JULY. | 


In a return issued yesterday (Quarterly Return 
of Marriages, Births and Deaths), the Regis- 
‘tvat-General states that the estimated popula- 
tion of the Free State at the middle of 1923 
was 3,145,000 persons. 

Since the Jast census, which was taken in 
1911, only estimates have been available as 
regards the population of Ireland. A census 
was taken in Great. Britain in 1921, but for 
reasous that, are common knowledge no at- 
tempt was made to take a census in Ireland 
in that year. eee 

According to the census of 1911, the popula- 
tion of the twenty-six counties now com- 
prised in the Free State was 3,139,688, Ten 
years ago the estimate was 5,131,000, so that 

on the estimates the population has increased 
iu ten years by more than 30,000. ; 

It is still increasing. Before the war the 
excess of births over deaths was on an 
average from 25,000 to 30,000 a year, but 
the average yearly number of emigrants was 
greater still, so that the population was 
gradually decreased. During the war the 
excess of births dwindled to less than 10,000 
in 1918, but at the saroe time emigration 
almost ceased, The annual excess of births 
over deaths has now returned to the former 
scale, but the emigration figures have not 
been as great. :

15,000. 

_ In normal times, by taking the three figures 
in that way, the Registrar-General was able 
to form estimates of population which the 
census proved to be very near the facts. In 


cent, 

lt is not supposed that the special evenis 
of the years since 1914 will have given rise 
to any great error. Births and deaths 
registered in the country are exact figures; 
emigration figures are very nearly exact. 
The most doubtful figures are those relating 
to movements between the Free State ‘area 
and Northern Ireland and Great Britain, 
but the probability is that on a 
balance they would affect’ the result very 
little. Military movements have been 
accounted for om figures obtained from “the | 
British War’ Office, and included under this 
head is the number of men who were killed 
or died abroad during the war. There may 
be some slight error in this figure, as it 
could not be stated definitely what number of 
these men had been reckoned in the 1911 
census as then resident in Ireland. 

| ALL IRELAND. 

As regards Ireland as a whole, the last 
census figure, obtained in 1911, was 4,383,608. 
The estimated figure for 1921, which would 
normally have been a census year, was 
4,494,000. ‘The population of Ireland was 
estimated in 1847 at more than eight millions. 

The. Free State Government has not stated 
its intentions with regard to a census. The 
next normal census year is 1931. Formerly it 
was usual to pass Census Acts about a year 
before the date for enumeration. The Act 
set up a Board to prepare for and superintend 
the census, and enabled the authorities to ex- 
pend the necessary money and to proceed 
with the preparation of forms. 

Although there was a separate Act for Ire- 
land, at the same time, the schedules adopted 
in Íreland had, almost necessarily, to corre- 
spond with those framed for Great Britain, 
and they were not always suitable, It is 
desirable that more than the usual time 
should be given for the preparation of the 
next census in the Free State, as many changes 
in the questionnaire and the schedules of 
occupations, etc.) ought to have consideration. 

LOW DEATH RATE. . 

The return issued to-day stated that during 
the quarter ended Wth September last there 
were registered in the Irish Free State 15,428 
births, equivalent to an annual] rate of 19.5 

r 1,000 of the estimated population, and 
.741 deaths, affording an annual rate of 11.0 
per 1,000 of the estimated population in the 
middle of 1923, which, as stated above, is 
3,165,000 persons. In England and Wales for 
the same quarter the birth rate was 19.8, and 
the death rate 9.5. 

The death rate in Ireland has been low 
during 1923, and it is possible, when the 
figures for the year are made up, that it will 
be found to be the smallest on record.

On Sunday night, in the Armagh City Hall, 
a large and representative meeting was held 
in connection with the demand for the release 
of the prisoners in Northern Ireland, 

_ Monsignor Ward, Adm., Armagh, who pre- 
sided, read the following letter from His 
Eminence Cardinal Logue:— ' 

“My Dear Monsignor | Ward,—Though I 
cannot attend the meeting announced for this 
eVening, I deeply sympathise with the object 
for which it has been called, to protest 
against a state of things which kas caused 
much) hardship and suffering and to appeal 
to the Northern Government to bring it to an 
end, ‘Throrghout the Six, Northern Counties, 
end some ylaces outside them, numbers of 
men were seized, shunt up in a hulk in Belfast 
Lough. and sul jected to conditions which were 
unsanitary, iu;ious to health and brimful of 
suffering, wich feil little short of those. in- 
flicted on galley slaves in the past. These, I 
believe, included some professional men, num- 
bers of business men, to the ruin of their 
business, and, most pitiful of all, fathers of 
families and bread-winners, whose wives and 
children were starving. Against the bulk of 
these, as far as I am aware, no overt criminal, 
illegal or treasonable act was charged. Their 
only crime was opposition, or suspected opposi- 
tion, to the partition of Ireland. If this 
justified internment a fleet of hulks would not 
accommodate the culprits. 

“In a free country every man is supposed to 
have a right to his political opinions if he do 
not attempt to enforce them by violent, 
iilegal or unjust means. Attempts of this 
kind were few from the beginning if we except 
some skirmishes at the borders and the lament- 
able state of things which prevailed in Bel- 
fast for a considerable time. Indeed, the 
turmoil in Belfast was not due so much to 
political views as to that fell sectarian hatred 
which so often led to disgraceful scenes in 
Belfast in the long past. Notwithstanding 
this, I believe there were very few Belfast 
men interned. Now that. thank God, we have 
peace I do not see why this oppressive system 
of internment should be continued. But if 
the conditions of release be as stated—exile 
from home and family or confinement to a 
distance of two miles, with frequent reports 
to the police—this is a drastic and degrading 
punishment inflicted on persons who have been 
convicted of no crime., A real criminal re- 
leased from penal servitude on ticket-of-leave 
is not subjected to such severe terms.”’

NORW EGIAN SAILORS’

CHRISTIANIA, Friday 
(Received Monday). 

A German trawler has arrived at Stavanger 
with two Norwegians on board who were 
rescued from a small motor boat found drift- 
ing helplessly in the North Sea about. ninety 
miles south of Cape Lindesnes, ! 

In company with a third man. who late 
succumbed to the cold, the men had set, out 
from Lardik on December 20 to visit friends 
a short distance along tlie t, a journey of 
a little more than an hour in the twenty- 
eight foot. motor boat. They had neither sail 
nor oars on board, and after proceeding a 
short way motor trouble developed, They 
were then clear of the land, with a stiff off- 
shore wind blowing, and in a very short time 
they had drifted far out to sea. 

The short Northern daylight faded, and a 
night of Arctic severity descended upov 
them, with the tempcrature steadily falling 
to well below zerg. Dawn found them out of 
sight of land. Icy seas constantly surged 
over the shallow bulwarks of their craft. 

The men were ordinarily. clothed, and had 
neither food nor fresh water with them. in 
a short time their sufferings from thirst and 
from the intense cold became acute, Still 
the thermrometer fell. They were drenched 
to the skin, hungry; parched with thirst, and 
in this axhousted condition were obliged 
ceaselessly to bale out the insweeping seas. 

Snow then began to fall, and this, while 
increasing their sufferings, wag the means of 
enabling two of three men to survive their 


to drink, and, with handfuls of snow, they 
slaked their thirst. ) 

On the seventh day of their drift the third 
man could hold out no longer. He sank ex- 
hausted and swollen with cold to the bottom 
of the boat, and, in the words of one cf the 
survivors, “was immediately turned to a 
figure of ice.’” 3

HOW THE COMMANDER MET 


HIS DEATH.

An autopsy on the body of, Lieutenant Du 
Plessis de Grenedan, performed just before 
he was buried, reveals that the commander 
of the Dixmude was not drowned, but crushed.

‘In consequence of the continued pre- 
valence of foot-and-mouth disease in Great 
Britain, the Ulster Home Secretary has made 
an order, with effect as from January 15, to 
cohtrol the landing from Great Britain of 
varions kinds of animals which might con- 
vey the disease. 

The new, order prohibits the landing in 
Northern Ireland of any horses, asses, mules, 
dogs, foxes, hares, rabbits, or ultry (in- 
cluding live domestic fowls, RE geese, 
ducks, guinea fowls, and pigeons) unless thev 
are accompanied by a certificate, signed by 
the Clerk of the Local Authority of their 
district of origin in Great Britain, that, to 
the best of his belief, foot-and-mouth disease 
does not exist, and has not durjng the past 
two months existed, within five miles of the 
premises from which the animals are moved. 
The new order does not supersede the exist- 
ing requirements whereby horses, donkevs, 
and mules can only be imported upon in- 
dividual permits issued beforehand in ap- 
proved cases by the Imperial Secretary's De- 
partment.

That 
conclusion does not ignore the risks involved. 

A Ministry, of which Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald is the head, will necessarily be 
am gw of men who have yet to learn the 
whole business of national government. They 
will almost inevitabl? make mistakes and 
costly experiments which greater expevience 
would have enabled them to avoid; and for 
which the country will have to pay. But 
some loss must be faced, in any case, before 
we win through to a stable Government sup- 
ported by an independent majority, and the 
greatest logs of all to public affairs at the 
present time lies’ in the existenve of a large’ 
and growing party, whose leaders and pro- 
gramme hav enever met the test of national 
responsibility.

ATTITUDE. 


Times, writing in regard to the opening of 
Parliament to-day, says :—It was understood 
that the Cabinet would not come to a definite 
decision as to the contents of the King's 
Speech until Lord Derby was in London again, 
and, therefore, the full Cabinet is not likely 
to be summoned until Thursday. . The opinion 
has hardened during the week-end, however, 
that the Government will recognise that. the 
verdict of the “general election was against 
Protection under existing conditions, and that 
accordingly any policy of protecting the home 
markets will not figure in the King’s Speech. 
The general impression is that the Speech 
will be moderate in character; and one which 
the Liberal Party could support, if it desired 
to do so, except, possibly, on the question of 
honouring: the promises of increased Imperial 
preferences which were given at the Economic 
Conference. There is nothing, however, in 
the political situation to suggest that Mr. 
Asquith’s decision to join in the defeat of 
the Government has been, or will be, modified, 

A joint meeting of the Executive 
of the Parliamentary Labour Party and 
of the National Executive of the Party 
will be held next week after the 
King’s Speech has been delivered, at 
which the vital Labour. amendment to the 
Address will be framed. It is realised. that 
an even mofe momentous meeting must be 
summoned if the King invites Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald to form a Government. » A 
number of important points would then have 
to be thrashed out, and-there would probably 
be a good deal of plain talking. e ques- 
tion of Ministerial salaries, for instance; would 
have to be considered. Certain members of 
the Party feel that the first Labour Govern- 
ment would be well advised to surrender 
Ministerial emoluments, but it is understood 
that this is not the view held by the majority. 
There is not likely to be any reduction of 
salaries, and no system of pooling is von- 
templated. 

There is also the question of how far the 
Labour Government should go with its pro- 
gramme in the first session. The Clyde con- 
tingent will probably urge that there should 
be no dilution of the complete policy such as 
would be implied by the relegation of the 
capital levy proposal to a Committee.

Shortly: before. midnight laS? night, there 
were two startling explosions in St. Martin's 
lane, W.C.. “The road opened and wooden

Almost, immediately afterwards. a second 
explosion océurred, about FO yards away and 
near the Colisewn. A huge hole wag torn in 
the roadway «and flames spurted to a great 
height. 

A large foree of fireman and salvage corps 
men were quickly on the scene and a strong 
cordon of police was drawn across the top and 
bottom of St; - Martin's lane.. One man was 
badly cut on the head by débris and taken 
to hospital. 

An eye-witness stated early this morning :— 
“I felt the ground shake beneath mw feet, 
and about 50 yards in front of me [I saw 
stones and bricks flyitg¢ in the air. Fortu- 
nately, the street was practically deserted, 
but a taxi-cab near-by. was yocked violently. 
Then the second explosion happened, and | 
saw people running from the direction of 
Charing Cross, and I immediately got away 
to safety,” | 

The cause of the explosion is believed to be 
dne to fusing. of cables. 

The Press Association account states :— 

Considerable excitement was caused in St. 
Martin’s lane, London, shortly before mid- 
night, when the gas main, running underneath 
the roadway, blew up with a terrific report. 
Blocks of wood paving were flung into the 
air, and a number of pedestrians are re- 
ported to have received minor injuries.

A dew seconds later another and louder 
explosion occurred about a hundred vards 
along the road.

‘The 
goods destroyed in vast quantities were 
rubber, tea, tarpaulins, timber, motor and 
cycle. accessories, oil, tallow and furniture. 

The living quarters of the Thames police, 
above the station, were badiy damaged, and 
it 1s feared that the destructron of the wharf 
property will mesn considerable unemploy- 
ment. Seventy-five fire engines, with ten miles 
of hose, were at work, as well. as three fire 
floats, which fought the flames from the 
Thames. | 

To-night an area oí a quarter of a mile was 
etill smouldering and flaming in places, and it 
was necessary for firemen to be in attendance 
all throughout. the night. The tallow and 
rubber blazed furiously and the smoke was 
like a thack black wall The fire was pre- 
vented from spreading to a large store of 
paraffin 

Water flung on to the flames sometimes was 
turned to steam before it reached them, and 
the water running down the gttters was hot 
to the touch. Kubber ran from one of the 
buildings in a liquid mass. 

Towards evening a !arge wall fell with a 
mighty crash. The brigade had seen the im. 
minence of this collapse, and no one was in- 
jured. It was late in the evening before the 
efforts of the firemen eould be relaxed.

PUBLIC DEMONSTRATION 
EXPECTED THIS YEAR.

serum, but whether those changes—and in 
advanced cases you can find changes—are the 
result of the cancer, or whether they are 
antecedent to the onset of the cancer, is quite 
another story, The fact that their diagnostic 
methods has, ngt stood the test of time 
naturally biases one with regard to those 
observations, and under any circumstances the 
digestive system occupies so large a position 
in the whole economy of the body that in the 
broadest possible sense it is likely enough 
that cancer has something to do with the 
digestive system. But our present knowledge 
of cancer hes us that neither abstention 
from nor the taking of any particular article 
of diet, or any particular chemical substance, 
influences the onset or the course of cancer in 
the slightest degree whatever. 

~ The Professor said that he was recently 
asked whether we were any nearer victory 
over cancer. My answer to this, he replied, 
is that a great deal of real hard scientific work 
has been done on cancer in the last twenty 
or twenty-five years. We have actually 
found that one variety of cancer — the 
rodent—is definitely amenable to radium and 
X-rays, and that a-person suffering front this 
variety if seen at an early stage can be de- 
finitely cured—so much so that nowadays in 
all discussions about cancer and its curability 
rodent cancer is definitely ruled out of con- 
sideration, That is am advance. We are 
that much nearer. Cases of rodent cancer 
are common, I should say in a hospital of 
this size there are about 50 or 60 such cases 


annually. 
WORK FOR THE FUTURE. 

He hoped that the next quarter of a 
cehtury would show & much greater advance 
in cancer research, We have cleared the 

nd for a lot of future work. We already 
now, with regard to another variety of 
cancer, that you get remarkably great and 
beneficial results,. but they are porary 
only. It is our business to find out how we 
can lengthen the time that the beneficial re- 
sults continue until we are able ultimatély to 
abolish the disease definitely That timo 
will come some day. It its & very wrong 
statement to make that we are no nearer 
victory than we were forty years ago, al- 
thought we are not there yet by a long chalk, 

Dr. Leith, Head of the Research Institute 
of the Cancer Hospital, said that the funda- 
mental biological and microscopical observa- 
tions of Dr. Freund and Dr, Gisa Kaminer 
had never been satisfactorily repeated hy 
anyone, and in fact they were universally 
denied by those in a position to know, 
Their original claim was tested in London 
and in America. One American observer 
went ao far as to visit Dr. Freund in his own 
laboratory in Vienna, but the claim could not 
be substantiated even on the spot. 

Another very high authority on cancer 
research declared yesterday that more recent 
work on the causation of cancer, especially 
on bar cancer, rendered the views advanced 
by the Vienna doctors still more unlikely.
